At a meeting of Females convened at the ;so?ioo|» 
fpoxx^ of Catherine McBennott, 12th mo* 
to take into consideration the propriety of forming .f^ 
Female A^k^i'Sl^very Society ; addreases were made 
hy Samuel J. May, of , Brooklyn, Oonn.^ andHathaniel 
Southard, of Boston, ifeho pointf ^ out the important 
assistancjB! th^t m%bt .be rend,ered by our sex^ iie-' 
moyin^ the /great evil of slajre^-/^ ; , / 

After some discussion upon this interesting subject, 
it was concluded to; form a Society, in the belief that 
our combined efforts w^ll more e^ectually aid in re- 
lieving the oppression of our suffering fellow creatures. 
For this purpose the following persons were appointea 
to draw a Constitution for its governmentj and to 
propos'e such measures as will be likely to. .pi'omot^ 
the Abolition of Slavery, and to elevate the people 
of color from their present degraded situatioa to the 
fall enjoyment of their rights, and to increased Bse- 
fulness' in society s viz., Lydia White,, Catherine M©»

It was annonnced that the entire series of the min- 
'ute books of this Society were on the table, for the 
inspection of any of the snembeirs who might wish to 
examine them. 

The Secretary read a letSoF from the HiatoHcal 
Society of FehnoylTOnia, reqEestiag that tbie- Society 
will present the books ia its library and other publi- 
cations to that Association, to be preserved in their 
Anti-Slavery department.

TtiQ annual Bepc- g was then read by the Oosres- 
ponding Secretary, after which severe! persona brieSy 
addressed the meeting. 

LiroRiiTiA Mm? remarked, with reference to the 
course pursued by the Anti-Slavery Sbcietiea, that; 
they bad always relied upon appeals to the aioral 
sense and the intelligence of th© peojple, never coun- 
selling the overthrow of slavery by violence. This 
example, she trusted, might b@ useful in succeeding 
enterprises of similar kind.

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Messaga from iM Presidesita 

To ihe Stmte and Souse of E^resentativea : 

It ie anasQa} to notify the two Hoases of Ooogress by mes? 
sage of tie promulgation, by proclamatioa of the Secretary 
of State, of the ratification of a Oonstitational AmencSment. 
In view, howevef, of the vast impoirt&nce of the Fifteenth 
Amendment of the Oonstitntion, this day declared a part of 
that revered inatrameot, I deem a departure from the nsuai 
eustom justifiable. A measure which makes at once four 
millions of people voters, who were heretofore declared by 
the highest tribunal ia the land not citizens oif the United 
States, nor eligible to become so, with the assertion that at 
the time of the Declaration of Independence the opinion 
was fixed and universal-r-in theciviljzed portion of the white 
race, regarded as an axiom in mocals as well as in politics — 
that "blatck men had no rights which white men were bound 
to respect," is indeed e measure of grander importance than 
aby other one act of the kind frcis the fonndation of our 
free Government to the present time. Institutions like burs, 
ia which all power is derived directly from the people, must 
depend mainly upon their intelligence, patriotism,' and in* 
doatry. I feail the attention, ..therefore, of the newly-ea» 
franchised race to the importance of their striving, in every 
laonorable manner, to make themselves worthy of their new 
privile^. To the race more favored heretofore by our laws, 
I would Bay, withhold no leg«l privilege of advancemerit to 
lh& aew citiseE. The framers of cap OoastituiioQ firmly bs- 
lieved that a republican form of government could not &xi- 
dnre without intelligence and education generally difased 
among the people. The Father of his £5ountry,*ia his Fare- 
well Address, uses this language: "Promote, then, as a 
raattev oi' priinary importoncs, isistitatioas fop the geneml 
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difia&ion of knowledge. In proportion as the stpactufe o£ 
the Government gives force to pabMc opinion, it ia essential 
that public opinion sl^nld be enlightened." In his first 
auQl Message to Oongross the same views ■s?ore forcibly pre- 
sented, and are again urged in his eighth Message. 

I repeat that the adoption of the Fifteenth Amendment 
to the Oonstitation completes the greatest civil change, and 
constitntes the most important event that has occurred since 
the nation came into life. The change will be beneficial in 
proportion to the heed that is gi?en to the urgent 7ecom<> 
mendations of Washington. If these recommendations 
were important then, with a popnlation of but a few millions, 
how much more important now, with & population of fort^^ 
millions, and increasing in i& rapid ratio I I would therefore 
isall npon Oongress to take all the means within thei? Con* 
etitational power to promote a^d ^encourage popular educa» 
tion throughout the country, and upon the people evety» 
where to see to it that all who possess and exercise political 
rights shall have the opportunity to acquire the knowledge 
which will make their share in the Government a blessing 
and not a danger. By euch me^ns only can the benefits 
contemplated by this amendment to' the Constitution be
